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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that "support for claim 48 can 
be found in Figures 4a and 4b of the Drawings". Examiner does not find the feature "invoking a function contained in a third firmware 
[service-exporting] module during a dispatch of the earlier firmware module or the later firmware module, wherein the third firmware 
module is dispatched before the function contained in the third firmware module is invoked" in the cited drawings. Applicant amends claim 
54 to have "wherein two of the firmware modules are to be examined to determine a required order of dispatch of the firmware module" 
without any discussion of how it distinguishes over the cited prior art. Applicant argues that support for limitation "invoking a function 
contained in a third firmware [service-exporting] module during a dispatch of the earlier firmware module or the later firmware module, 
wherein the third firmware module is dispatched before the function contained in the third firmware module is invoked" can be found at p. 
10, 11.19-27. Examiner was not able to find any teachings in the cited location regarding the ordered invocation/dispatching. 
Applicant argues that Stevens "dispatches its BIOS modules into the system memory only after the system memory are initialized". 
Examiner submits that Stevens dispatches its firmware modules [i.e., initialization comprises module to initialize the CPU; and module to 
initialize the memory] before the system memory is initialized for the other firmware modules [col. 2, 1.48 - col. 3, 1.15]. Applicant argues that 
in Patel, the motivation to conserve memory resources is unsupported by any prior art. Examiner submits that Patel was particularly cited 
to teach dispatching the plurality of firmware modules without a volatile system memory [system RAM] in col. 3, II.44-48, where the 
firmware- modules can be run "statically from the system ROM". Consequently, one with ordinary skill in the art would recognize that 
running firmware modules without needing a system RAM requires less memory resource. Reading the reference as a whole in view of a 
typical booting procedure [col.3, II.40-43], it is apparent that the initial power up may use minimal memory resource by first running the 
firmware modules statically from the system ROM before initializing the system RAM for typical applications [e.g., OS]. 
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
